to pay for his travel. He signs a receipt for 
It, and then, accounts for hts expenses only to

Up to the time when Sen. Carl Hayden. D.. 
Ariz., made public first figures on last year's 
expenditures by senate committees, it has 
ieen impossible to get a ,lln« on how jnuch 
"thby'wcre apehdlng. There still Is no break- 
down by Individual congressmen— who got 
■ how much In which country and what he 
. epent It foi^althoush. this la very definitely 
public business.

U. N. POLICE ACTION 
Though it will take considerable ume for

- This time It ls different.- The police force is 
truly the product of the whole U. N., with no 
units of the big powers taking part. Its goal 
s — isTiotr^tHctiynhe'^eTftifto^oTiiiiysihgif^ 
tlon against another, but the patrolUng of a 
troubled area to keep a number ol belitgcr- 
cnts' apart and in a state of restored peace. 

Certainly there is something remarkable, 
something utterly new in the world,. In the 
fact that at a sl^uU from Secretary Oeneral 
Qag Hammarskjold, soldiers began climbing 
Into, battle dress In such widely scattered 
lands as Colombia, India, Yugoslavia and 
Denmark, 

With still other nations assisting In the 
work of transport,_thC3e.,men_w<re moved, 
"tlrst to a'staglng area in Italy and at last to 
Egypt Itself. 
, These disparate units today work side by

In this instance, of course, the U. N. lias
